Amendments Debated 


Before Club Members 


So great was the general interest in 


the amendments to be voted upon next 
Tuesday, at the election, that over a 
hundred and fifty gathered Monday af-' 
ternoon at tho Woman's clubhouse for 
the second program of discussions upon 
the most vital questions submitted. 


Pour of the six measures considered 


were handled as debates, the affirmative 
having seven minutes, the negative, ten, 
and then the affirmative three for the 
rebuttal. Arguments were at times fast 
and intense, and a number of speakers 
complimented the audience upon its 
keen intelligence and sympathy, as well 
as interest. 


Alford Olmstead of the local Ameri- 


can Legion ably championed one and 
three of the amendments. Mrs. Bernice 
Johnson argued cleverly for the initia- 
tive increase from 8 to 15 per cent, 
while Mrs. Mollie Bloom Flag, also of 
Los Angeles, as energetically opposed 
the change. 


Dr.'Edwin Fortin, chiropractic of the 


city; gave reasons why his school of 
healing should have a board of examin- 
ers of its own, while Dr. Percy Magan 
answered his arguments, as ho did those 
of Dr. Bashor, the osteopath. Dr. Ma- 
gan also discussed with most convincing 
arguments and figures the anti-vi*isec- 
tion amendment, number 28, showing 
that only by experimentation, under 
anaesthesia, upon animals, had there 
been the wonderful progress in human 
surgery the past two decades. He most 
strongly opposed the measure, in the 
name of all those who suffer, and for 
the prevention of epidemics. The capa- 
ble doctor, with his quiet, dignified per- 
sonality, made a decidedly favorable 
impression. 


The final debate was upon the water 


and power act, argued by Mrs. Moilie 
Bloom Flag, on the affirmative, and 
Mayor Evans, of Riverside, for the neg- 
ative. Facts and statistics flew back 
and forth like so many hailstones, but 
it was all interesting.

MADE BUSINESS OF MURDER 


William Burke, Infamou* Irishman, 


Also 
Instrumental 
In 
Adding 


Significant Verb to Language. 


Burke and Hare were two notorious 


body-snatchers, 
or 
resurrectionists, 


who carried on their Infamous trade 
In Edinburgh. 
William Burke was 


born In Ireland In 1792, and went to 
Scotland as a laborer, about 1817. In 
1827 he was living In 'a cheap lodging 
house kept by another Irish laborer 
named William Hare. About the. end 
of 1827 one of Hare's lodgers, an army 
pensioner, died, and Burke and Hare 
sold the body to Dr. Robert Knox, 
an Edinburgh anatomist. Hare there- 
upon suggested body-snatching as a 
business and Burke agreed. The two 
men then started In to entice poor 
travelers to Hare's or some other 
cheap lodging house. 
The victims 


were piled with liquor and then suf- 
focated 
under mattresses, without 


marks of violence. Doctor Knox took 
the bodies and paid up to £14 ($00) 
for thera. 
At least 15 people had 


been murdered In this way before 
Burke and Hare were arrested. Hare 
turned king's evidence, and Burke 
was found guilty and hanged In Edin- 
burgh on January 28, 1829. Hare 
found Scotland too hot for him and 
went to England, where he Is believed 
to have died under' an assumed name. 
The verb "to burke," meaning to suf- 
focate, to strangle, to suppress, or to 
put out of the way secretly, had Its 
origin In Burke's method of doing 
away with his victims. 


WHERE GREAT EXPLORER LIES 


South 
Georgia 
Island, 
Tomb 
of 


Shackleton, Lonely Spot in the 


Great Antarctic Region. 


An interesting plcturje 
of life In 


South Georgia Island, the "Gateway 
of the Antarctic," where Shackleton 
was buried, was given by an explorer 
who made a research expedition there 
u few years ago. At that time there 
was only one woman on the island, 
and she was the domestic In the house- 
hold of Capt. C. A. Larsen, a former 
Antarctic explorer who had settled 
down us head of a Norwegian whaling 
station on the island. "Below my soli- 
tary tent," the correspondent writes, 
"the grassy bank sloped sharply to a 
mine-colored glacial stream entering 
an inlet of the sea only 50 yards away. 
A quarter of a mile across the inlet 
stood the perpendicular front of a 
beautiful valley glacier, coming down 
between peaked hills from the lifeless, 
silent Interior. Penguins bobbed out 
of the sea below the glacier and were 
my most interesting callers, for their 
curiosity could not resist a human be- 
ing. 
Sea elephants crawled uncon- 


cernedly up the stream below me and 
went to sleep among the hummucks 
on the beach. Above the tent, on the 
plateau of the little promontory, seven 
pairs of albatrosses carried on their 
courtship and nesting, along with 
giant petrels, skuas, kelp gulls and the 
pretty little antarctic titlarks, the only 
land bird of the Far South, whose 
cheerful song was almost the sole 
homelike sound." 


Details Needed. 


A woman, blessed with a masterful 


disposition and considerable property, 
died, leaving behind her a will in 
which her husband was «ut off with 
a dollar, on the ground that he had 
deserted her a year before.

Evolution of the Mind 


While the perfection of the physical body has apparently 


long since reached its climax, the mentality of man—from the 
dawn of creation—is and always wjll be in a state of transition, 
striving for that perfection which, although always advancing, 
may never be attained. 


In ancient times the beauties of the physical body were as 


perfect as the highest development of the present day, but the 
training of the mind, for various reasons, was reserved for or 
monopolized by the few. The earliest intellectuals were the 
priests, who for political or religious purposes, swayed the 
minds of all classes of the nations and kept them in a state of 
intellectual darkness under a cloud of mysticism. 


During the mediaeval age, although mental training showed 


a marked progress, the monasteries were the seats of learning 
and the monks the sole abiters of mental development. Prom 
the time of Queen Elizabeth, England, having thrown off the 
yoke of Borne, advanced by leaps and bounds in its literary 
progress, and the aristocracy, who up to that time had consid- 
ered learning as beneath their dignity, now encouraged its de- 


- velopment and became patrons of the scholars, and in many 


cases granting them pensions in order that their time might 
be devoted to literary and scientific pursuits without the drud- 
gery of uncongenial labor, undertaken foi' the sole purpose of 
gaining a living. Since that .time, marked progress has been 
m'ade not only in the world of letters, but in science, art, in- 
ventions and discoveries Which have added to the comfort, 
pleasure and profit of the entire human family. 


Up to the year of 1870, the education of the classes was 


largely in the hands of private institutions, and that of the 
masses, under the domination of the established 
church. 


Charles Dickens, in his novels, and Charles Cruickshank, by his 


txposed aai,d:.ridic;uled:the evils and absurdities of-such sys- 


tems and it was not until the establishment of compulsory 
education free of charge, that the education of the masses be- 
came the province of the state which has resulted in that degree 
of excellence now prevailing in our public schools, colleges and 
universities. 


Co-incident with the progress of fundamental education, 


the habit of thought and study has been fostered in the student, 
which is continued through life with the result that our minds 
are being developed more thoroughly and rapidly as time goes 
on. The world war with its attendant horrors, may not in its 
final analysis be found to have been an unmixed evil, for the 
mental unrest which led up to it has and will continue to pro- 
duce reforms in the affairs of the people of all nations, Which 
nothing short of an unusual convulsion could have aroused 
from their state of mental lethargy. 


This state of mental unrest is still manifest, and only when 


we have passed through this period of reorganization will those 
things which now appear to be out of joint, be stabilized and 
the mental equilibrium of the world restored. 


Meanwhile the evolution of the mind still Continues. We 


are not thinking as we did ten years ago. Our ideas of busi- 
ness, religion and social life have undergone a change, old 
theories and customs have been discarded and new properties 
of the'mind discovered and developed. Psychology has taken 
its place among the exact sciences and is being applied to every 
phase of business, social, medical and religious life. So the 
world rolls on; the cults and theories of today will be put to the 
test and time and experience, their dross removed and their 
virtues absorbed in the general order of things, developed by 
the evolution of the limitless possibilities of the mind.

Resolutions Passed By 
Board of City Trustees 


(The following resolution was adopted 


by the unanimous vote of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Covina at their 
regular meeting held on October 16th. 
1922.) 


WHEREAS, there will bo presented 


to the voters of the State of California 
on November 7th, 1922, three proposed 
constitutional amendments, to-wit: pro- 
positions Nos. 10, 11 and 30 on the bal- 
lot, as follows: 


Proposition No. 10, designed to place 


a tax upon all property owned by muni- 
cipalities and used in connection with 
public utilities operated by such muni- 
cipalities ; 


Proposition No. 11, which proposes to 


take away from cities the power to de- 
termine rates and regulate their own 
municipally-owned public utilities, and 
to place them under the complete control 
—both as to rates and regulation—of 
the state railroad commission; 


Proposition No. 30, which proposes to 


take tway from tho cities the power to 
control their own streets, and to" give 
to the state railroad commission exclu- 
sive power to grant franchises, unlimit 
ed as to time, for interurban or local 
street railways or bus lines over any 
and all of the streets of the cities, de- 
priving cities of all'voice in the deter- 
mination of such matters; 


and WHEREAS, the adoption of any 


of these proposed amendments would 
be disastrous to tho municipalities and 
to'the best interests of the people there- 
in; 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RE 


SOLVED, that the Board of Trustees of 
the City of Covina is unalterably op- 
posed to each and every one of the said 
proposed constitutional amendments, to- 
wit: Propositions Nos. 10, 11 and 30, 
and urges the citizens of this mnniei- 
.pality to vote NO on each of said pro- 
positions, and to do all in their power 
to defeat them, and thus protect the 
public interests.
